At 12:55 p. m., a business block and twen- 
ty-two houses had been burned. The fre 
started at 11:30 a. m., and, owing to lack 
of water and everything being dry, spread 
rapidly. ~ 

The indications at 12:55 were that the 
whole town was doomed. 

1:30 p. m.—Workmen tarring the roof of 
the Phoenix Printing office accidentally 
started the fire. In five minutes it was be- 
yond control. Joliet was called on for help, 
but a fire there prevented any aid being 
extended and Chicago was then called upon. 

A strong wind blew the flames so that 
the entire city seemed enveloped. The peo- 
ple became largely panic-stricken and hur- 
riedly began moving to the hills, a mile from 
the city. 

Lockport has no fire department and there 
was but one hose cart In town. The en- 
gines sent from Chicago were given the 


Mrs Hayden Rubelmann, prominent in 
West End society, while out cycling last 
night, was knocked from her wheel by high- 
waymen, pounded into unconsciousness, and 
her diamond ear-rings torn from her ears. 

The scene of the robbery was near the 
intersection of King’s highway and Nat- 
ural Bridge road.

The sensational feature of last night's 
crime, and one that shows the self reliance 
and daring of the perpetrators, is the fact 
that Mrs. Rublemann was accompanied by 
her husband and Miss Neve Segers, a 
neighbor. They were hardly more than a 
hundred yards away when the assault was 
committed. This proximity probably saved 
Mrs. Rublemann from worse treatment at 
the hands of the footpads. 

The circumstances leading up to the as- 
gault are these: Mr. Rublemann is Vice- 
President of the George E. Rublemann 
Hardware Co. at 95 N. Sixth street. The 
firm deals in bicycles, and both he and his 
wife have been expert riders for years.

Realistic Picture of a Hovel in the Ten- 
derloin District and How Con- 
verts Are Made.

Something surprising was expected by 
those who visited the Salvation Army camp 
meeting Friday night. The immense con- 
course that thronged Salvation tent was 
not disappointed. The services since camp 


was pitched last Thursday have been full 


of surprises for those who are unfamiliar 
with the methods of the Salvationists, but 
the startling realism of the meeting Friday 
night, with tts vivid picture of the drunk- 
ard's home and the slum work of the army, 
surpassed éverything that had gone der 
fore.

On the other hand, the makers of 
“Star” and Horseshoe“ are preparing to 
go into the manufacture of cigarettes by 
the millions and play their goods against 
the trust product in the markets of the 
world. 

To get down to particulars, the attitiude 
of the two St. Louis firms, as explained by 
an interested party, is like this: There had 
been no unseemly competition among the 
plug tobacco producers of St. Louis. The 
several big firms operating enormous plants 
have had no reason for business rivalry as 
the quality of goods they put on the mar- 
ket was of such high ade that the de- 
mand always exceeded the supply, and they 
have gone on increasing their plants from 
year to year and living together in amity. 
Then along came the American Tobacco 
Company, a consolidation of all the cigar- 
ette producing factories in the country 
with the single exception of the makers of 
the Admiral brand. Casting about for an 
investment for their enormous —. a — 
determined to enter the plug to co busi- 
ness. They sarted in with the Piper Heid- 
sick“ plug that had been on the market for 
some time and followed it up with News- 
boy” and “Battle Ax.” All three brands 
have been expensively and artistically 
adverti 1 

Though the local plug tobacco men say 
that their business was not in the least 
affected, they made up their minds to take 
a fall out of their formidable rival and give 
measure for measure. 
was in getting machinery not covered by 
patents held exclusively by the trust. For 
two years the Drummond Tobacco Company 
experimented with the Underwood machine 
the desi of a local inventor and owned 
by St. — 111 22 They were not en- 
tirely satisfied. Not many months since 
the Elliott cigarette machine, a perfectly 
successful device, was held by the United 
State Court to be an original and pat 
entable device. This furnished the desire 
opening. The Drummond Company at once 
built a big six-story addition to their pres- 
ent factory, while Liggett & Myers have 
fitted up the old Tower Grove Hotel on 
Manchester road near their big new tobac- 
co plant. 

Representatives of both firms have al- 
ready made arrangemen the neces- 
sary machinery and leave for the Bast to- 
night to complete the deal. The machines 
are expected to be in place and operating 
in sixty days. The output of each factory 
will be about 12,500,000 cigarettes daily, or 
a total output for St. Louis of 25,000,000 
cigarettes daily. It cannot be stated with 
any degree of accuracy just how many 
persons will find employment through the 
starting up of this new industry, but the 
magnitude of the output is sufficient guar- 
antee that several hundred hands now idle 
will be busy by October. 


A member of one of the firms that are 
going into cigarette manufacturing said to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter: “I leave to-mor- 
row for the East to close all deals relating 
to our new departure. It is certain that in 
sixty days we will be turning out 12,500,000 
cigarettes-a day. Until I return I cannot 
give you any fuller details, because, none 
of us here are intimately acquainted with 
the business of cigarette making. My in- 
formation is that the machines do ail the 
actual work. The departure will be a big 
thing for St. Louis, and will in time nfake 
it the tobacco headquarters of the world.

JUSTICE JACKSON'S SUCCESSOR. 


The death of Justice Hgwell E. Jack- 
son offers President Cleveland an oppor- 
tunity to take the first step towards 
the reorganization of the Supreme Court 
on an anti-plutocratic basis and to do 
much for the rehabilitation of the court 
and his administration in the esteem of 
the plain people of the country. 

Popular faith in the Supreme Court 
was seriously shaken by the income tax 
decision. The action of the Court in 
that case and in other cases bearing upon 
capital and corporations has caused deep 
distrust. The people have’ been led to 
feel that the supreme legal tribunal of 
the country is too much under the in- 
fluence of wealth and corporate power 
and that their interests are not safe in 
its bands. 

It is mecessary both for the interests of 
the people and to restore public confi- 
dence in the Court that the appointees 
be men conspicuously free from corporate 
and plutocratic association and influence. 
Mr. Cleveland should select as Justice 
Jackson's successor an able lawyer not 
identified with any of the trusts or pub- 
lic corporations, and a Democrat the 
soundness of whose principles is known. 

It is to be hoped that Mr. Cleveland 
will avoid nominating another man 
of the Hornblower type. A nom- 
ination of that kind would be 
a severe blow at the standing 
of the Supreme bench and a disaster not 
only to the President’s party, but to the 
whole people. There are enough corpo- 
ration lawyers on the bench already.

NATURAL GAS GIVING OUT. 


Geological Survey Report Shows a 
Learge Decrease of Consumption. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—The natural gas 
industry is fully reviewed in the annual re- 
port of the Geological Survey. The import- 


ant gas fields now are those of Western 
Pennsylvania, Western New York, North- 
western Ohio and Central Indiana, but gas 
is found in commerical quantites also in 
Arkansas, California, Illinois, Iowa, Kan- 
sas, Kentucky, Louisia Missouri, South 
Dakota, Tennessee, ‘Utah, West Virginia, 
Wisconsin and Wyoming. The highest act- 
ually observed pressure of the gas has 
been about 800 pounds to the square inch, 
closed pressure. In all districts the pressure 
has decreased steadily and materially.-Here- 
tofore natural gas could be easily carried 
in pipe for long distances under its own 
pressure, but now in most places artificial 
means must be used to drive it to the place 
where it is needed. 

No statement of the amount of natural 
gas consumed has ever been given, and the 
report says it is not possible to make one. 
The amount has been greatly reduced with- 
in the last few years by cutting off the 
enormous waste that existed, while im- 
proved appliances have doubled the effi-

SHE MUST GIVE BOND. 


Sensational Testimony Expected in the 
Watkins-McDonald Suit Not Given. 


Court-room No. 7 was crowded Saturday 
morning with lawyers and laymen, who 
wished to hear some more spicy testimony 
in the Lou Watkins-McDonald breach of 
promise suit. Judge Flitcraft disappointed 
the throng. 

When motions had been disposed of the 
Judge called Lawyer Edmond Garesche, 
for the plaintiff, to the bench and they had 
a whispered conference. Then the Court 
called Col. McDonald, who represented him- 
self, and a three-cornered confab followed. 
At last the Judge decided that he would 
sustain the defendant’s motion for secur- 
ity for costs and ordered the fair plaintiff 
to give a proper bond or make a deposit 
of $100 by Oct. 1. The Court held that per- 
sonal property is not safe security for 
costs. 

Each side had witnesses on hand to swear 
to. Mrs. Watkins’ assets and Iiabilities. 
Lawyer McDonald had as a witness H. 
Stranghoener, grocer at Thirteenth and 
Wright streets. He held a bill against Mrs. 
Watkins, itemized as follows: April 7, 1883, 
coal delivered on Pine street, $76.25; Dec. 
, 1892, balance, groceries, $31.20; April 
1892, ditto, $68.80; total, $176.2%. The Colone 
also had on hand a chattel mortgage in 
favor of Guiterman Bros. for $282.06 on Mrs. 
Watkins’ furniture; also a letter to Guiter- 
man Bros., written by Robt. W. Good, Oct. 
10, 1894, stating that Mrs. Watkins could 
not pay the amount due on her account 
that month. 

A letter from Mrs. Watkins to Col. Mo- 
Donald before their quarrel, saying that she 
might have to sell her piano to meet ex-

Mr. Garesche declined to state what his

DEFICIT OF $20,000. 


Devoy Justice Law Still Shows Evi- 
dence of Irregularities. 


The Devoy Justice of the Peace law has 
cost the, city $20,000 to date. That is, ex- 
penditures have been greater by $20,000 
than the fees turned inte the Treasury. 
There are some few outstanding fees to 
be collected. Clerks and constables are re- 
quired to report what they collect, not what 
is due. The only check on these officials 
is that the Comptrolier may send a clerk 
to check the books and then demand ex- 
planations. 

Before the Devoy law went into effect 
the office of Justice was considered ex- 
ceedingly lucrative. Justices were known 
to be making from $2,000 to $10,000 a year 
and constables nearly as much. It was this 
that brought about the abolition of the fee 
system. e old Justices and the new, 
with few exceptions, opposed the law, 
and suit was brought to test its constitu- 
tionality. 

In the meantime returns were so slow 
there was a suspicion that fees were pur- 
posely held back or cost bills allowed to 
stand uncolected to force the law’s repeal. 
Complaints came that Justices refused to 
docket cases because dockets were already 
crowded; that constables could not be 
found to serve papers, though under the 
fee system Justices and constables took 
all business. 

The first month it was not expected that 
the fees would cover expenses, litigarms 
having ninety days’ grace before execution 
could issue. But the fourth month showed 
a large deficit. The suspicion that there 
was indifference and negiect in collectin 
Was verified when the Comptroller’s cler 
investigated the dockts. Cost bills of solv- 
ent litigants were found uncollected, but 
on demand insisted they were promptly 
settled. The suspicion that collected fees 
were held back was confirmed, too, for one 
day. after monthly returns were all in, a 
published rumor that the Grand-jury was 
about to take up the Justices’ offices 
caused supplemental] reports of more money 
collected the previous month. 

Almost from the beginning of the new 
system the daily record has shown enough 
suits filed to cover expenses of. the nine 
Justices’ offices if the cost bills were col- 
lected. After the expiration of the first 
ninety days the offices should, on the basis 
of suits filed, have been self-supporting, 
provided cost bills were collected promptly. 

But it was months before even one of- 
fice paid expenses, according to the re- 
turns to the Treasurer. The Devoy law 
has now been in force nine months and 
after all this time only four offices, the 
Fourth, Fifth, Sixth and Seventh, are
